10000O.OOO Tons of Gas in the 
Air. 


A rt>eent writer in Nature called 


attention to the pollution of the air 
by burning of coal, and calculated 
that in the year 1900 all the animal 
life will cease to exist on the globe, 
from the amount of carbonic oxide 
thus produced. But another corres- 
pondent points ont that most of the 
gas iff washed out of the air by the 
rain. There were, however, some 
•produsts of combustion, as hydrogen 
and the hydrocarbons, which are not 
removed by the rain. Of these un- 
burnei gases it is estimated that 
100,000,000 tons have escaped in the 
air during the last thirty years. 
What will be the result of this accu- 
mulation? 
We may conclude that 


the increasing pollution of the at- 
mosphere will have a marked influ- 
ence on the climate of the world. 
Tho mountainous regions will bu 
coldei, the Arctic regions will be 
colder, the tropics will be warmer, 
and throughout the world the nights 
will be colder, and the days warmer. 
In tho temperate zone -winter will be 
colder, and generally differences will 
be greater—winds, storms, rainfall 
greater. 


Cabinet Dinners. 


Keu> York Times. 


Many of those reading the descrip- 


tions of the splendid dinners and 
other entertainments at Washington 
must wonder how members of the 
President's Cabinet can manage to 
afford such display. Their salaries 
are only $8,000 a j ear and they have 
to pay a heavy rent. Liying ma? be, 
say, 10 per cent, cheaper at Wash- 
ington than at New York, but even 
assuming this, the mystery of this 
magnificence in hospitality, house 
rent and feminine attire is not to be 
explained except by the hypothesis 
that a Minister draws heavily on 
private resources. An English Cab- 
inet Minister of the first class has 
$25,000 a year and two or three 
have residences. 
A French Minis- 


ter has $12,000 with a fine furnished 
residence and certain allowances, ag- 
gregating at least $15,000 a year. In 
London if a minister has little but 
his official salary he is not expected 
to entertain, that burden falling up- 
on his wealthy colleagues. The late 
Sir George Grey, for example, who 
was long in office, lived in quite a 
small house and only gave one annu- 
al state dinner, at a hotel, on the 
Queen's birthday. The Nation has 
now put the President in a position 
to entertain handsomely 
without 


trenching on his private fortune, and 
it is but right and proper that he 
should do so: but this custom of his 
Cabinet entertaining one another 
with gorgeous banquets would be 
much more honored in the breach 
thar the observance.

A half n loaf is better than no 


bread, oven in matters of temperance 
reform, and if n high license law will 
lessen tho number of saloons in our 
cities and towns it will certainly ac- 
complish some good. 


Col. Hitt, the veteran of LaSnlie connty, 


recalls but ono winter- -1830-31—that was 
colder nnd niore prolonged than the pres- 
ent.

Further Particulars of the Har- 


rison Jubilee Meetings 


Immense Congregations—Double Meet- 
Ing Last Night-Hundreds 


Locked Out. 


THE AFTERNOON MEETING. 


As early as 1 o'clock yesterday after- 


noon residents of Decatur and people who 
had come in from the country and sur- 
rounding towns began to assemble at the 
First M. E. church in order to get desir- 
able seats at the services announced to 
begin at 3 o'clock, and long before the 
exercises commenced tho people were 
packed in the large audience room like 
sardines in a box. Inside the chancel 
rail were many pillars oE the church and 
local ministers and visiting clergymen 
among whom were Kev. Barney Smith of 
Wichita, Kansas; Dr. Short, president of 
the Illinois Methodist Female college at 
Jacksonville; Ke?. H. M. Short, Mason 
City; Rev. I. Tillars, Champaign; Bev. 
O. L. Tyndall, Wapella; Kev. H. M. Ever- 
hardt, presiding elder of Champaign dis- 
trict; Eev. J. A. Smith, North Platte, 
Neb.; Eev. J. J. Duggan, Tolono; Kev. J. 
Everly, Bloomington. It was, indeed, a 
monster congregation, and the interest 
throughout was intense. Eev. Harrison 
conducted the exercises as usual, and 
spoke of the jubilee over 1,020 saved aa 
the greatest he ever witnessed. The 
young evangelist devoted his remarks to 
a characteristic statement ot the inamier 
in which he received the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost, which was by prayer and 
faith, and then related many interesting 
incidents of his thirteen years oi levivnl 
work. He reoeived the full assurance of 
faith and has since been engaged contin- 
uously in revival work, and that he has 
been successful, by the help of God, to 
whom he ascribes all the glory, tho his- 
tory of the places he has visited from 
Maine to California fully attest. A local 
minister has said, "The faith of Kev. Har- 
rison sometimes appals me;" but hia pre- 
dictions so far as tho work in Dccatur is 
concerned have been nioro than fulfilled. 
Faith is the great secret of his power over 
the people. The afternoon meeting closed 
at 4:30 o'clock with the benediction by 
Dr. Davies, after which Kev. Harrison 
stated that in some manner tho impres- 
sion had got abroad that the revival 
would cease this week. He said- "That 
is a mistake; the revival will not como to 
an end until the work is finished," which 
means no doubt that it will be kept up 
for a month or two longer, as there is no 
abatement in the interest. 


DOUBLB MEETING AT NIQHT. 


If the church was packed at the after- 


noon revival it was jummed full to over- 
flowing at night before 6:30 o'clock. Hun- 
dreds of people were turned away, and 
all the doors had to be locked to prevent 
a crush. The audience room was liter- 
ally crammed full, the side and isar 
aisles being packed full aa never before 
since the revival began. There were peo- 
ple everywhere—in the organ loft, in the 
study, standing and sitting about the 
pulpit and in the exits on both sides of 
She organ. Below there were several 
hundred people in the lecture room who 
were unable to get seats or even standing 
room above. The great sea of up-turned 
!acea was a sight not soon to be forgot- 
ten. 
It was more than an ordinary pur- 


pose that brought out such an immense 
congregation. There were perhaps a few 
who came out of curiosity, but the most 
of them have long been members of some 
church, and the others were those who 
are among the 1020 converts or are se- 
riously thinking of changing their man- 
ner ot living and join the ranks of pro- 
fessing Christians. 


So great was the crowd that it was de- 


termined to hold a double meeting, and 
while Mr. Harrison made a short talk to 
;he people before him, Eev. I. Yillare held 
a revival service in the lecture room. He 
;ook for his subject the word " Come," 
and while he was a little confused on ac- 
count of the situation in which he found 
limself so suddenly and unexpectedly 
placed, he talked with great earnestness. 
When the invitation for penitents to 
come forward was given, a half dozen re- 
sponded, and they were sent up stairs in 
;he audience room, where nearly 80 seek- 
ers were kneeling at the altar and in t IB 
Front pews. Of tho 85 penitents about 35 
professed conversion, and at a Uto hour 
the closing service of the all-day jubilee 
came to an end. It was a wonderful day 
in the history of the revival and the 
church, und even greater results than 
aavo already been achieved aie confident- 
ly anticipated. Kev. Harrison expects to 
witness the conversion o£ 2000 to 2.100 
persons before he leaves Decatur. 


Mr. Harrison ^ent to Wariensbnrg to- 


day where he held levival services this 
forenoon. It was a big meeting. Sixteen 
made a start. He is announced to go to 
Moawequa on Saturday. Kegular aerviccs 
this attprnoon and evening and next week.

CITIZENS AT THE COURT HOUSE 


LAST NIGHT — THB ACTION TAKEN, 


A public meeting of Decatur citizens 


was held abthe court house last night to 
take further action with reference to the 
enterprise of securing the location of the 
state fair here for two years. There were 
present Messrs. W. B. Chambers, Mayor 
Waggoner, O. E. Curtis, M. B. Thomas 
D. W. Brenneman, D. R. Alexander, B 
R. Montgomery, W. R. Abbott, J. B, Race 
A.Nebinger, D.BLOloyd, V. H. Parke 
Boyd Braden, M. F. Kanan, W. T. Cuss-

would be added to any sum the boarc 
might appiepriate for the improvements 
of the fair grounds, provided of course 
that the state fair is located in Decatur. 
Messrs. V. H. Parke and O. E. Curtis were 
appointed to confer with the hotel propri- 
etors and get them to promise that they 
would charge only regular rates, John 
G. Imboden was directed to communicate 
with the fat stock men in the state and 
learn what amount of money they would 
subscribe, and the railroad committee 
was likewise directed to telegraph the 
managers of the different roads centering 
here and ascertain atonce how much the; 
would give. We learn that the Centra 
road has subscribed 81,000 and the P. D 
&E. 8800.

The first estimate of the cost ot fitting 


up the grounds was placed at 820,000. 
Last night it was stated that it could be 
done for $15,000. Decatnr tax payers 
have subscribed about $8,000 to the tuna 
and no doubt the amount can be swelled 
to 810,000 or 811,000, if necessary, on a 
few hours' notice. It is expected that 
the county board will appropriate $4000 
to $5000 toward making permanent im- 
provements on the grounds, and if they 
do, the required sum can be secured. 
Then Macon county will give a bond 
with the names of 25 or 30 property own- 
ers signed to it, which, with our claim,

RAILROADS. 


An Ordinance in Relation to Rail- 
roads. 


SECTION 1. lie it ordained 6y tho Cdy Council 


nf the My of Decatur, That it bhall be unlawlul 
for any railroad i onipauy or cnrporatiun, con- 
ductor, engineer, agent or other emploje of 
any such railroad company orcorpoiutionor 
other p> rson managing or controlling any 
locomotive engine, car or train upon any rail- 
oad truck within tbe corporate ntiius ot btiid 
~ity of Decatui,to dii\u, propel or run any 
jassenffcr train within trio limits of said city at 
greater rate of speed thtm ten miles per 
lour, or to drive, propel or run within said 
imits any loconiotuo engine, cai or train, 
other than a passenger train, Ht a greater into 
of speed than six miles per hour, or in any 
manner to obstruct tho travel or passage along: 
any sidewalk or sticet of said city hy plaomgor 
caving upon, along or across any anch side- 
walk or etructuny ti uck, locomoth e engino.car 
or train of ears, or any material or thing what- 
soever for a longer period than t. u minutes at 
any ono lime, aud immediately tnoieuttcr tor 
Jie full period of leu minutes, such sidewalk 
or street shall not lie agalu ousttueted. Any 
company, corporation or person violating any 
of the provisions oi this suction shall bo sub- 
ject to a penalty of not less than live dollars 
aor more than two bundled dollars lor each 
md every offense. 


SECTION 3 'ihat any railroad company 01 
corpoiation, which does now 01 ncrcuttcr may 
opeiuto any laiiroad within or through the 
corporate limits of said city O' Decatur, shall 
consmictund maintain sale, commodious und 
convenient ciossings across tho tnick of BHth 
railroad where the same intersects any street, 
lane or avenue of said city the full width ot 
such stieot, lano or avenue, and shall also 
make and maintain sufficient and jnopei* con- 
duits, culteits and gutte s to cany off all 
water under or along such railtoad track. The 
City Superintendent ol btietts ehall. iiom 
time to time, notity in writing the station 
agtnt or other odiceror agent ot any ruilioad 
company aforesaid, wittan what time aud in 
what manner said city will require tho con- 
struction or repair of tho crossings, conduits 
culverts and gutters aforesaid, and upon fail- 
ure of such railroad company to const! uct or 
repair such ciosalngs, conduits, culverts and 
gutters aforesaid pursuant to the notice afoi o- 
said, such railroad company bhall forfeit to 
said city one hundred dollars; and upon the 
persistent refusal ol such railroad company 
to comply with the notice aforesaid lor a period 
of thirty days alter judgment lor the first ana

any shall foi teit to said city a like sum of one 
undred dollars. 
SECTTO 3. Any pel son having the manage- 
ment of any ralhoad locomotive, who ehall run 
ornrivethe same within the corporate limits 
of said city without having placed on the tov 
of the chimney theieot a bonnet or spark ar 
rester sufficient to pre\entail accidents by Qrt 
from the sparks of such locomotho, or whc 
ehall fall to constantly ring tho bell of such 
locomotive while the snme is in motion, o 
who shall start such locomotive without firs 
sounding the whistle ot linging the bell o 
such locomotive, or who shall blowoC steam 
or unnecessarily blow the whistle oi such loco 
motive when such locomotive is not in molior 
at a place aud in a manner calculated to fright 
en teams passing along or standing on th 
public streets or alleys of said city, shall b 
subject to a fine tor each ande\ery oil'ens 
mentioned in this section of not less than tci 
dollars nor tnorethun ono hundred dollars. 


SECTION 4. Every locomotive engine, rai 
road car or train of cars running in tho nigh 
time on any railroad track within tho limits o 
said city shall have and keep while so runnin 
a brilliant and conspicuous lighten the ior 
waid end, and while backing a brilliant an 
conspicuous light on the rear end of sue 
locomotive engine, car or train ot cais. An 
railroad company, their agents or employe 
iailinsto observe tho provisions of thii fleet fo 
bhall be liable, jolntl} nnd bevcinlly, to a Iln 
ot not less than ton rtoKura nor more than tw 
hundred dollius.
